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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Argument is not persuasive. Osada discloses a 
recording apparatus recording information signal using an optical disk (see, claim 1). The recording apparatus records information of user 
A/consumer use and information of user B/industriai use on the first and second area of the optical disk, respectively (see, fig. 6, and col. 
7 lines 16-27). Hurtado teaches a method of secure electronic content distribution recorded using compact disks and DVDs (see, par. 
0003) and copy protection for restrictions imposed on the use of content and encrypting content that is to be recorded on a CD/DVD using 
non-unique key (see, par. 0166, 0248, 1031, and 0158-0159). Benaloh discloses unique device key encrypting content key and content 
key is used to encrypt content and only authorized content player accessing the unique key (see, col. 7 lines 13-21 , and lines 42-col. 8 
lines 5). Sufficient motivation to combine is provided on the Office Action mailed on 01/18/2006. Accordingly, rejections for claims 1-13 are 
respectfully maintained. 
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
